Biekey narration begins at 190 on counter, 9i55. Bap^key admits 
thbt most of evidence comes from human testimony and much of this 
frjom Ray, ibcluding 40 hours of committee taped interviews. 

They reviews alleged Ray contradictions, beginning with guilty 
plea hearing. Says that stipulations are Ray's admissions even 
thbugh Ray has disputed them. Says committee can't not accept 
4ebults of plea and subsequent legal proceedings. Quotes Foreman 
oni Ray's guilt and says Ray told Foreman Jerry was with Ray when 
he; bought rifle and that Jimmy admitted Raoul did not exist. Fore- 
man to be a witness later. Dr. McCarthy Be^'-tere to be witness. 

Jehsen heard in executive session, on Stephens alleged admission 
by: Ray, that Ray said Steohens could identify him. Jensen to 
be! witness, not Stephens. Goes into committee's evaluation of 
prior polygraph tests. Agress he lied on all key questions but 
onj denial of exist'"nce of conspiracy, did not agree with Playboy 
bujt found results "inconclusive," (Which means they are going 
after family conspiracy. 5 Panel concluded Ray had prepared to 
defeat tests. Says most damaging "adminssion" was to Eist. 

Blakey eimphasizes of the Eist statement that ^'ay told him he trew 
thlrew away his rifle when he saw a policeman, ^his is impos- 
sible as any committee checking of existing FBI records proves. 

Baiikey says they call Eist in response to Lane's complaint and so 
that his credibility can be examined. Emphasizes "honorably retired" 
inf Eist biography. 
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Did not quite finidh Side 1 to have Eist begin side 2 

Eist says he rfetired "because I developed a thyroid" condition. 

Says that when Butler phoned him did not tell him he was to 
giiiard Ray and did not even know it was Ray when assigned to guard 
from inside cell. Hot asked when or how he learned identity. 

Not asked if he was alone in cell with prisoner but asked it 
he "was relieved by another of icer." Seems to have said at about 
105 he was alone with Ray, "One man one guard assignnment" can't 
be true at least when Ray was in transport to and from gourt and 
to another prison, Wandsworth, 

C^ECK THE ALONE at 105 BECAUSE IE HE WAS ALONE THAT THE EBI'S 
STATEMENTS T AT RAI REI’USED TO SEAK TO WARDERS MEANS REFUSED 
TO SPEAK TO EIST. 

Says was handcuffed to Ray on all transfers until both placed in 
count detention cell, 

C^imshe "established some form of rapport" with Ray. Only "initially" 
Ray would not talk. But also says he began to break the ice with 
tlfie first meal served to Ray. 

Indications are that Eist is rehashing as Ray's admissions to 
him a garbled account of how Ray supported himself after MoPen 
escape, including that^ he once fell from a car as he was escaping 
tile scene of a crime, '-^his was reported in stories but it is not 
alleged to have happened after escppe but before it.

Faun troy at about 170, Knows of no record being made" at the time" 
when he "shared" what he learned frm Ray with his superiors and 
FBI, Says he thinks he mdde a record in a book tha.t is kept for 
only five years and that "if there had been" ab value in US it 
^ould have been kept, Ihis is opposite the FBI's obtaining and 
Reporting everything it could for purposes other than trial so 
Ijiis "official pocket book" would have been of vakue to the FBI, 

Ihis is but a cover for there being no record of an admission- 
of guilt. 

On "references" to money by Ray, one to his small robberies 
and other from profiting from notoreity,
